Only a few weeks after the death 
of her father, A. E. Bleekman, Sr., 
whose funeral she came to La Crosse 
to attend, Miss R uth Bleekman died 
a t about 10:50 this morning a t St.

form of blood poisoning. 
Miss Bleekman came from Calu­ 
met. Mich., where she was teaching 
in the high school, to attend the fun­ 
eral of her father. 
She was taken ill 
soon afterw ard, and complained of 
the impure air in the trains on her 
journey. 
Hrs. Evans and Reed were 
called in and pronounced it d ip h ­ 
theria. 
Anti-toxin was administered to the 
extent of 18,000 units and last F ri­ 
day the physicians stated th at

diphtheria germs were out of
